Morehead  City,  N.  C,  June  30th,  1887. 

The  33rd  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the 
Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  held  at 
Morehead  City  on  the  last  Thursday  in  June  (30th)  1887, 
was  temporarity  organized  by  the  election  of  Col.  Paul 
F.  Faison  as  Chairman,  and  Frank  W.  Hancock,  as 
Secretary. 

The  Proxy  Committee  not  being  ready  to  report,  upon 
motion  of  Washington  Bryan  the  meeting  adjourned  to 
meet  at  3  P.  M. 

3  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  stockholders  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The 
committee  on  proxies  reported  through  its  chairman,  L. 
J.  Moore,  seventeen  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  (17,685)  shares,  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
(1,667)  votes  of  stockholders,  represented  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  including  twelve  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  shares,  three  hundred  and  fifty  votes  belonging  to 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  represented  by  T.  B. 
Womack,  State's  Proxy. 

Upon  motion  the  report  of  the  Proxy  Committee  was 
accepted. 

The  chairman  announced  that  ten  individual  stock- 
holders, being  represented  either  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
and  holding  a  majority  of  the  stock,  together  with  the 
State's  proxy,  which  constituted  a  quorum  being  present, 
declared  the  meeting  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Upon  motion  of  Washington  Bryan  the  officers  of  the 
temporary,  were  made  those  of  the  permanent  organiza- 
tion. 
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The  President  read  his  annual  report  and  upon  motion 
of  T.    B.  Womack,  it  was  adopted.     The  other   reports 
were  also  adopted,  and  the  reading  of  the  same  dispensed 
with. 

The  State  Proxy,  T.  B.  Womack  of  Chatham  county, 
announced  the  Directors  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  be,

The  chair  announced  that  the  next  business  in  order 
was  the  election  of  the  Directors  on  the  part  of  the  pri- 
vate stockholders,  and  R.  S.  Tucker  and   L.   J.    Moore 
were  appointed  tellers. 
The  election  resulted  as  follows: —

Messrs.  Gatling,  Morehead,  Borden  and  Pridgen  were 
declared  duly  elected  as  stockholders'  directors  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  meeting  next  proceeded  with  the  election  of  a 
Finance  Committee,  and  Washington  Bryan  placed  in 
nomination  the  following  named  gentlemen: — John  C. 
Wooten,  Sr.,  W.  L.  Kennedy  and  John  W.  Hinsdale. 

The  ballot  being  ordered  and  taken,  Messrs.  R.  S. 
Tucker  and  L.  J.  Moore  being  appointed  tellers,  resulted 
as  follows: —

Committee  upon  the  part  of  the  stockholders. 

The  chairman,  Paul  F.  Faison,  then  announced  the 
following  named  persons  as  the  Proxy  Committee  for 
the  ensuing  year: —

Mr.  J.  L.  Morehead  moved  to  reconsider  the  motion  to 
adopt  that  part  of  the  President's  report  in  regard  to 
changing  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
stockholders.     Motion  to  reconsider  lost. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Col.  John 
W.  Hinsdale: — 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Company  on  the 
subject  of  the  meetings  of  the  stockholders  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: — 

1.  The  general  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Thursday  of  August  in  each  and  every  year,  until  otherwise 
ordered. 

Mr.  Washington  Bryan  moved  its  adoption,  and  called 
for  a  stock  vote.

The  chair  declared  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Washington  Bryan  moved  that  the  usual  per  diem 
for  2  days  services  at  this  meeting  and  for  2  days  services 
at  the  last  meeting  (which  was  overlooked)  be  allowed 
the  Proxy  Committee.     Motion  carried. 

Col.  John  W.  Hinsdale  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tions:— 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  President  and  Directors  in  negoti- 
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ating  the  loan  of  $325,000  and  executing  a  mortgage  on  the  property 
and  franchise  of  the  Company  to  secure  the  same  be  in  all  respects 
ratified  and  confirmed. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  stockholders  be  tendered  to  the 
President  and  Directors,  and  to  the  committee  of  stockholders  who 
assisted  them  in  negotiating  the  said  loan. 

Upon  motion  of  Maj.  John  Gatling,  the  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Mr.  F.  M. 
Simmons:— 

Res©lved,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  be  authorized,  if  they  think 
advisable  to  the  best  interest  of  this  Company,  to  subscribe  in  stock  or 
bonds  to  the  construction  of  the  East  Carolina  Land  Railway  Company 
from  New-Berne  to  the  New  River  in  Onslow  County. 

Col.  John  W.  Hinsdale  introduced  the  following  reso- 
lution as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  introduced  by 
Mr.   Simmons  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Board  of  Directors  be  requested  to  in- 
vestigate the  propriety  and  advisability  of  subscribing  to  the  capital 
stock  or  bonds  of  the  East  Carolina  Railway  Company,  and  report  to  a 
general  or  special  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  this  Company  for  their 
action. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Morehead  moved  that  both  resolutions  be 
laid  on  the  table.     Motion  carried. 

Col.  John  W.  Hinsdale  introduced  the  following  reso- 
lution : — 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  instructed  to  take  such  action  in 
the  matter  of  the  excessive  tax  valuation  of  this  road  as  he  shall  deem 
best  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  Company. 

Upon  motion  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Washington  Bryan  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the 
meeting  be  extended  to  the  officers  of  said  meeting  for 
their  courtesy  and  faithful  and  efficient  services.  Motion 
carried. 

Upon  motion  of  John  F.  Wooten  the  meeting  adjourned 
to  meet  at  Morehead  City  on  the  first  Thursday  in  Aug., 
A.  D.  1888.

President's  1^ep0rt. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company  : 

GENTLEMEN  : — We  herewith  submit  to  your  considera- 
tion the  Thirty-Third  Annual  Report  of  the  President  and 
Directors. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  an- 
nual meeting,  the  bonded  debt,  amounting  to  $196,000, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
falling  due  January  1st,  1888,  has  been  refunded  in  30  years 
bonds  of  the  denomination  of  $1,000  each,  principal  due 
July  1st,  1917,  and  interest  semi  annually  on  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July,  principal  and  interest  payable  at  the 
National  Farmers  and  Planters  Bank  of  Baltimore,  at  a  re- 
duction of  interest  to  six  per  centum  per  annum.  The 
amount  of  the  additional  debt  of  the  Company  by  virtue 
of  a  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  Eastern  District  of  North  Carolina  for  $31,024,  which 
was  demand-able  at  the  same  time  the  bonded  debt  of  $196,- 
000  became  due,  was  also,  in  conformity  with  the  above  men- 
tioned resolution,  funded  in  the  same  class  of  bonds,  and  the 
judgment  creditors  paid  in  cash.  The  balance  of  the  loan 
authorized  by  said  resolution,  amounting  as  a  whole  to 
$325,000,  and  negotiated  in  the  aforesaid  class  of  bonds,  is 
being  and  will  be  expended  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
resolution.  The  new  bonds  were  sold  at  par.  We  learn  that 
the  old  bonds  were  sold  at  not  more  than  eighty  cents  in  the 
dollar,  making  a  gain  of  twenty  cents  in  the  dollar  or  more 
in  favor  of   the  new  bonds  over  the  price  at   which   the  old 
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bonds  were  disposed  of,  and  at  a  reduction  of  two  per  cent, 
interest.  It  sho*uld  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  is  now  no 
interest  to  be  paid  until  January  1st,  1888. 

The  old  bonds  for  $196,000  have,  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  been  burned  in  their  presence,  having  been 
first  cancelled.  The  old  mortgage  has  been  satisfied  of 
record.  The  trustee  under  the  new  trust  is  the  Mercan- 
tile Trust  and  Deposit  Company,  of  Baltimore.  It  has  re- 
quired more  than  ordinary  activity  to  complete  in  so  short 
a  time  negotiations  of  such  a  character  as  attend  the  placing 
of  a  loan  of  this  size  by  a  corporation  unknown  to  financial 
centres,  and  it  is  cause  for  congratulation  that  it  has  been 
possible  to  anticipate  by  more  than  half  a  year  the  adjust- 
ment of  its  indebtedness.  Credit  is  to  be  given  to  Maj.  R. 
S.  Tucker,  one  of  the  committee  to  assist  in  the  settlement 
of  this  debt  and  the  securing  of  the  loan,  for  the  personal 
attention  he  has  given  and  the  aid  he  has  rendered. 

We  have  been  enabled  to  form  an  association  known  as 
the  "  Eastern  Carolina  Dispatch,"  being  a  line  extending 
from  New  York  city  to  Goldsboro  and  Morehead,  and  oper- 
ated over  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  the  New  York,  Phila- 
delphia and  Norfolk  Railroad,  the  Norfolk  Southern  Rail- 
road, by  the  Wilmington  Steamship  Company  between 
Elizabeth  City  and  Newbern,  and  over  the  Atlantic  and 
North  Carolina  Railroad.  This  combination  makes  the 
Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  part  of  a  through 
freight  route,  with  its  present  interior  terminus  at  Golds- 
boro, and  gives  to  the  waters  of  Eastern  North  Carolina 
another  line  of  steamers.  It  is  the  first  time  that  this 
Company  has  been  able  to  bring  to  its  aid  such  allies,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  advantage  of  quick  time  and  entire  ab- 
sence of  delay  from  natural  causes  thus  gained  will  speedily 
make  thib  road  a  carrier  of  much  greater  quantities  of  freight 
than  heretofore. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  somewhat  more  than  one  thousand 
and  six  hundred  tons  of  steel  rails  has  been  laid,  and  the 
track  repaired  with  the  best  of  the  old  rails  thus  obtained. 


It  is  a  matter,  however,  of  a  very  little  while  when  the  entire 
line,  except  that  recently  relaid,  will  require  new  rails.  The 
iron  is  old  and  wearing  rapidly.  It  is  very  much  to  be  re- 
gretted that  so  little  new  metal  has  been  put  upon  the  track 
until  within  a  comparatively  recent  date,  as  the  burden  of 
relaying  the  road  will  fall  very  heavily  upon  whomever  it 
comes. 

A  little  more  than  forty  thousand  cross-ties  have  been 
used  during  the  year.  Forty  thousand  more  are  required  at 
once,  and  are  being  put  in  as  fast  as  cut.  It  will  take  two 
years  longer  to  put  the  track  in  first  class  order,  as  to   ties. 

Over  a  half  million  feet  (529,673  feet)  of  lumber  has  been 
put  in  the  bridges,  culverts,  etc.,  exclusive  of  wharf,  ware- 
house, etc.,  at  Morehead,  within  the  past  twelve  months. 
Their  rebuilding  in  order  to  save  expense  was  put  off  until 
it  was  considered  that  their  factors  of  safety  were  becoming 
small,  and  that  longer  delay  would  be  dangerous.  There 
are  one  hundred  and  nine  culverts  and  cattle  guards  with 
wooden  superstructures.  Of  these,  the  superstructures  of 
seventy  have  been  torn  down  and  replaced  by  structures 
entirely  new.  The  remaining  thirty-nine  have  been  put  in 
thorough  repair,  and  are  as  good  as  new.  The  two  bridges 
over  New  Port  river  sloughs  have  been  put  in  perfect  order, 
and  additional  work  in  the  shape  of  sawed  cross-ties  and 
guard  rails  placed  on  New  Port  river  bridge. 

Slocomb's  Creek  bridge  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  repaired. 

Scott's  Creek  bridge  had  long  ceased  to  give  adequate 
support  to  the  track,  which  was  held  up  and  kept  safe  by 
trestles  placed  beneath  the  bridge,  the  bottom  chords  of 
which  had  rotted  and  broken  in  two  at  the  brick  piers  upon 
which  the  bridge  rested.  This  bridge  has  been  put  in  thor- 
ough repair,  except  the  weather-boarding,  which  is  now  be- 
ing put  on,  and  the  tin  roof,  which  will  be  shortly  replaced. 
The  Road  Master  reports  that  it  will  be  finished  in  a  week, 
and  will  then  be  as  good  as  new. 


Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  and  are  still  being 
made  to  Trent  River  bridge.  Several  thousand  feet  of  lum- 
ber are  on  hand  for  repairs  to  this  bridge,  and  a  gang  of  men 
are  at  work  upon  it,  and  it  will  not  be  left  until  it  is  made  as 
good  as  new.  It  is  one  of  the  longest  bridges  in  the  State. 
We  consider  it  entirely  safe,  having  subjected  it  to  the  most 
heavy  strains  possible  to  us. 

Jack  Smith's  Creek  bridge  is  in  very  bad  order,  but  the 
track  passing  through  it  is  properly  supported  and  entirely 
safe.  It  has  been  heavily  tested.  The  lower  chords 
the  Road  Master  reports  rotten.  Lumber  and  material  for 
repairing  it  thoroughly  have  been  accumulated,  and  one  of 
the  bridge  gangs  will  reach  it  in  a  few  days.  As  stated 
above,  the  track  through  this  bridge  has  been  made  safe  for 
any  trains  that  may  pass  over  it. 

Batchelor  Creek  bridge  has  been  put  in  thorough  repair. 

Core  Creek  bridge  has  been  placed  in  like  good  order. 

Cabin  Branch  and  South  West  Creek  bridges  have  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  in  first  class  condition. 

Neuse  River  bridge,  draw  and  trestle,  are  being  thor- 
oughly overhauled.  Work  at  this  structure  has  been  going 
on  for  some  time.  It  will  shortly  be  completed  and  be  as 
good  as  new. 

Falling  Creek -bridge  has  been  put  in  a  state  of  thorough 
repair.  * 

Bear  Creek  bridge  was  entirely  rebuilt  last  year,  and  needs 
no  repairs. 

Stony  creek  bridge  has  been  put  in  perfect  order,  and 
only  needs  a  partially  new  tin  roof. 

At  no  time,  except  immediately  after  the  completion  of 
the  road,  is  it  believed  that  the  bridges  and  culverts  have 
been  in  as  good  condition,  as  nothing  is  being  spared  to  put 
them  in  perfect  order. 

The  old  piling  at  Morehead  wharf  has  been  cut  away  and 
replaced  by  creosoted  piles.  These  will  probably  withstand 
the  teredo  for  many  years. 
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It  should  be  remembered  that  the  very  great  outlay  in  the 
repairs  aud  rebuilding  of  bridges,  etc.,  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
it  is  the  result  of  the  accumulation  of  work  that  has  not 
been  done  in  past  years,  and  therefore  should  not  equitably 
be  charged  to  this  fiscal  year. 

We  have  been  unfortunate  in  losing  by  fire  the  Morehead 
warehouse.  The  erection  of  a  new  building  in  every  respect 
superior  to  the  old  one  in  convenience  for  handling  and 
storing  freight  was  at  once  begun,  and  would  have  been 
finished  by  this  time,  had  it  not  been  considered  of  more 
importance  to  concentrate  all  the  carpenters  upon  the  gen- 
eral rebuilding  and  repairing  of  bridges  and  cujverts.  The 
heavy  work  of  the  warehouse  has  been  finished.  The 
framing  has  been  done  at  Newbern,  and  work  will  be  re- 
sumed upon  it  in  about  two  weeks,  and  it  Avill  be  ready  for 
occupation  at  an  early  day. 

An  interest  in  a  tract  of  land  outside  the  limits  of  the 
town  of  Morehead  has  been  purchased,  and  a  Y  located 
thereon.  This  improvement  has  been  always  needed,  and 
the  expense  of  keeping  up  a  turntable  at  Morehead,  which, 
owing  to  the  blowing  sands,  was  considerable,  has  been 
done  away  with,  as  have  the  wear  and  tear  of  making  up 
trains  each  night,  together  with  the  annoyance  and  loss  of 
sleep   thereby  caused   the   guests  of  the  Atlantic  Hotel. 

The  continuous  ditching  and  draining  of  the  road  have  been 
completed  to  within  a  short  distance  of  New  Port,  the  force 
having  started  at  Newbern.  A  good  deal  of  the  track  be- 
tween Newbern  and  More^-ead  was  each  year  overflowed 
and  considerably  damage^.'  This  has  now  been  stopped.  The 
extensive  pocosin  bet  ween  Havelock  and  New  Port  has 
been  successfully  ^  aned.  This  was  a  work  of  considerable 
magnitude  ancLr?  amingly  impracticable,  but  it  has  finally 
been  accomplf'  '^fd.  The  soil  of  this  peculiar  bog  is  com- 
posed of  a  m&r/bf  vegetable  matter  resting  upon  a  bed  of 
white  sand.  When  dried,  it  burns  readily,  and  will  be  at 
some  day  a  valuable  source  of  fuel.  Having  been  for  years 
in  a  state  of  complete  saturation,  the  track  through  this  sec- 
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tion  had  become  very  unreliable  and  treacherous.  Already 
the  good  effects  of  drainage  are  plainly  felt.  It  will  proba- 
bly take  several  weeks  longer  to  draw  the  water  off.  The 
work  up  to  this  point  has  been  very  heavy  in  many  respects. 
For  the  remainder  ot  the  distance  to  Morehead  it  is  com- 
paratively light,  and  the  ditching  force  should  reach  there 
by  early  fall. 

Two  new  side  tracks  have  been  completed,  and  a  new 
water-tank  erected  immediately  west  of  Newbern,  to  sur- 
mount which  a  wind-mill  is  being  built. 

Twenty  new  flat   cars  and   ten   new  box  cars   have  been 

purchased  from  the  North  Carolina  Car   Company,  and  are 

now  being  delivered.     They  are  well  built  in  every  particular 

and  were  secured   at  a  price  cheaper  than   we  could    build 

t 
them.     Tlrey  were  greatly  needed,  as  many  of  our  cars  are 

so  worn  out  that  they  will  not  be  received  upon  other  roads. 

A  neat  uniform  has  been  adopted  for  engineers,  conduc- 
tors and  passenger  train  men. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  increased  tax  valuation 
put  upon  this  property.  As  compared  with  the  valuation  of 
other  roads  in  vastly  better  physical  condition,  it  is  exces- 
sive, and  such  being  the  case,  there  can  be  no  just  reason 
or  cause  for  this  increase.  Our  efforts  to  have  this  valuation 
reduced  have  met  with  small  success.  The  matter  is  laid 
before  you  for  your  consideration. 

We  suggest  that  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  be 
changed  to  a  date  later  than  the  last  Thursday  in  June,  as 
the  fiscal  year  ends  May  31st,  tf'.s  leaving  at  the  utmost 
only  twenty-nine  days  between  th  :lose  of  the  fiscal  year 
and  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders.1'  This  is  not  sufficient 
time  in  which  to  prepare  the  annual  report,  especially  as 
June  is  now  one  of  the  most  busy  mont?,s^  r  reason  of  the 
heavy  movement  of  truck,  and  our  clericai  <v«ce  is  thereby 
doubly  taxed.  We  recommend  the  first  Thursday  in  Au- 
gust, as  the  date  of  the  stockholders'  meeting,  as  possibly 
the  best  time. 
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All  suits  for  damages  to  lands  caused  by  overflow  before 
we  assumed  charge,  have  been  settled. 

Our  earnings  have  increased  considerably  over  those  of 
last  year.  For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  same,  you  are 
respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Auditor. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  show  a  vastly  increased  sum 
expended  in  permanent  improvements,  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The 
money  has  been  economically  and  well  spent,  and  the 
greatly  improved  condition  of  the  roadway  is  ample  evi- 
dence to  this  fact.  $1-157  are  charged  this  year  to  change 
of  gauge,  making  the  total  cost  of  the  change  $4,001.80. 

The  loan  of  $25,000  authorized  by  the  Directors  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  steel  falls  due  in  August.  It  will  be 
promptly  paid. 

There  is  a  large  amount  of  old  material  on  hand,  from 
which  we  shall  shortly  begin  to  receive  considerable  revenue. 

Your  attention  is  railed  to  the  improved  condition  of  the 
depot  grounds  at  Newbern. 

Station-houses  are  still  badly  needed  at  Core  Creek  and 
New  Port,  and  but  for  the  great  amount  of  work  upon 
bridges  and  culverts,  would  have  been  already  built.  We 
hope  shortly  to  begin  their  erection. 

Mr.  Wm.  Dunn,  General  Freight  and  Passenger  Agent  for 
some  years,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  engage 
in  other  pursuits.  He  was  an  energetic  and  faithful  officer. 
Mr.  S.  L.  Dill,  Auditor,  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  the  positions  of  Auditor  and  General  Freight  and 
Passenger  Agent,  with  the  help  of  additional  clerical  force, 
having  been  combined  at  a  saving  to  the  Company. 

As  our  funds  will  admit,  more  steel  rails  and  rolling  stock 
will  be  added. 

For  further  and  more  detailed  information,  you  are  re- 
spectfully referred  to  the  reports  of  the  different  heads  of 
departments. 

The  Atlantic  Road  has  made  rapid  strides  forward  dur- 
ing the  past  year.     It  is  undoubtedly  in  better  order  in  every 
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way  than  at  any  period  since  the  close  of  the  war.  Large 
amounts  of  material  of  all  kinds  are  being  placed  on  it,  and 
all  available  revenue  is  being  expended  in  its  betterment. 
It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  all  its  stock 
is  not  owned  by  private  parties,  as  corporations  are  always 
more  successfully  managed  when  their  capital  stock  is  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  individuals. 

The  geographical  situation  of  the  Associated  Railways" 
naturally  making  their  interests  different,  and  in  many  cases 
opposed  to  ours,  curtails  our  earnings  very  much. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  commendation  of  the  inter- 
est Governor  Scales  is  displaying  in  the  welfare  of  this  road. 
He  is  using  every  effort  to  put  it  upon  a  solid  basis,  and  that 
he  has  not  labored  in  vain,  is  evidenced  by  the  general  as- 
pect of  improvement  everywhere  visible.  The  stockholders 
are  under  obligations  to  him  for  the  zeal  and  energy  he  has 
shown.  His  constant  and  earnest  desire  is  that  everything 
shall  be  done  to  put  the  property  in  first-class  order,  and 
to  that  end  he  has  never  hesitated  to  make  a  personal  sac- 
rifice. 

It  is  of  course  pleasing  to  us  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
price  of  the  capital  stock  is  still  advancing.

Engines: — The  cost  of  material  and  labor  for  repairs 
amounts  to  63,800.04,  this  includes  making  a  new  pair  of 
cylinders  for  Engine  8,  and  overhauling  Engine  2.  The 
total  cost  of  motive  power,  including  oils,  waste,  repairs 
of  Engines,  patterns  and  tools,  wood  and  water  stations, 
fuel,  wages  of  engineers,  firemen  and  cleaners,  amounts 
in  full  to  $13,778.29. 

Passenger,  Baggage  and  Mail  Cars— Are  in  fair  con- 
dition. The  baggage  and  mail  car  which  was  under  con- 
struction at  the  time  of  our  last  annual  report,  was  finish- 
ed and  put  into  service  a  few  weeks  thereafter.  Passen- 
ger coaches  11  and  9,  with  baggage  and  mail  car  12  and

fish  car  85,  have  recently  been  thoroughly  repaired  and 
repainted.  We  have  also  on  hand  a  majority  of  the  lum- 
ber necessary  for  building  another  baggage  and  mail  car. 
The  total  cost  of  passenger,  baggage  and  mail  cars,  in- 
cluding repairs,  renewals,  oils,  waste,  inspection,  &c, 
amounts  to  $2,639.13. 

Freight  Cars: — We  lost  4  box  cars  by  the  burning  of 
Morehead  City  Warehouse — have  built  one  box,  one  coal, 
and  one  platform  car  since  June  '86,  leaving  us  now  with 
34  box,  2  fish,  7  coal  and  10  platform  cars  in  good  order, 
and  13  platform  cars  in  poor  condition,  and  only  used  for 
ditching  purposes.  Shanty  cars,  3  in  number,  are  in  fair 
condition.  The  total  cost  of  freight  cars,  including  the 
building  of  the  new,  and  changing  the  gauge  of  5  others, 
amounts  to  $2,405.20. 

Shops:— The  Shop  building,  machinery  and  tools  are 
in  fair  condition,  and  have  cost  for  repairs,  stores,  fuel, 
wages  of  Stationery  Engineer,  Master  Mechanic,  Watch- 
men, Time  Keeper,  &c,  $2,746.00. 

The  engines  and  rolling  stock  are  in  fair  condition, 
considering  their  age,  and  the  severe  service  which  they 
have  been  subjected  to  the  past  winter  and  spring.  Con- 
siderable repairs  are  needed  on  the  locomotives,  to  put 
them  in  shape  for  the  fall  business,  but  nothing  can  be 
done  towards  that  end  at  present,  on  account  of  the  con- 
stant demand  for  their  services  on  the  Road.

ROADWAY,  BRIDGES,  TRESTLES,  CULVERTS,  &c. 
There  has  been  used  during  the  past  fiscal  year  about  529,673  feet  of 
lumber  in  repairs  to  the  bridges  and  culverts.  Stony  Creek  Bridge  has 
been  thoroughly  repaired.  Bear  Creek  Bridge  newly  built  last  year  no 
repairs  needed  this  year.  Falling  Creek  Bridge  thoroughly  repaired. 
Neuse  River  Bridge  and  draw  has  been  for  some  time  undergoing  ex- 
tensive repairs  and  when  finished  will  be  almost  entirely  new.  Core 
Creek  Bridge  has  been  thoroughly  repaired.  Batchelor  Creek  Bridge 
has  been  thoroughly  repaired.  Jack  Smith's  Creek  Bridge  lumber  and 
material  now  on  hand  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  its  speedy 
repair.  Trent  River  Bridge  has  been  undergoing  repairs  and  work  is 
going  on  on  the  same  as  fast  as  can  be  done,  we  have  12,000  to  15,000  feet 
of  lumber  on  hand  to  go  into  the  bridge  next  week.    Scott  Creek  Bridge 
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has  had  a  thorough  overhauling  being  a  truss  and  lattice  bridge  has 
consumed  time  and  material  for  its  repairs — will  be  finished  within  a 
week  and  will  then  be  as  good  as  new.  Slocumb  Creek  Bridge  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled.  Newport  Bridge  and  two  (2)  slue  Bridges  have 
been  thoroughly  repaired. 

Seventy  Culverts  have  been  replaced  during  the  past  year  by  entirely 
new  structures  of  which  forty-six  (46)  are  between  New-Berne  and 
Groidsboro  and  twenty-four  (24)  between  New-Berne  and  Morehead  City. 
There  are  (39)  Culverts  in  addition  to  the  above  which  have  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired  and  are  perfectly  safe. 

I  can  safely  say  that  all  of  the  bridges  trestles  and  culverts  from 
Goldsboro  to  Morehead  City  are  perfectly  safe  and  in  a  far  improved 
condition  to  what  they  have  been  before  for  many  years.  We  tried 
for  some  years  to  do  patch  work  on  these  bridges,  but  finally  concluded 
the  better  plan  was  to  fix  them  up  with  new  material  in  every  respect. 

There  has  been  put  into  the  main  line  of  our  track  1,600  tons  of  new 
steel  rails,  making  about  twenty  miles  during  the  past  year,  and  the  best 
of  the  old  iron  rails  have  been  distributed  and  put  into  the  track  where 
most  needed. 

A  new  "Y"  has  recently  been  put  in  at  Morehead  City  which  will  turn 
a  train  of  ten  cars  which  should  facilitate  matters  very  much  at  that 
point.     It  has  been  needed  very  much  for  years. 

For  the  accommodation  of  truck  shippers  a  number  of  new  platforms 
have  been  built  during  the  past  year. 

One  entirely  new  water  tank  has  been  put  up  during  the  year  and  the 
others  kept  up  from  which  we  have  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for 
all  purposes. 

Our  sidings  are  in  good  and  safe  condition.  Two  new  sidings  have 
been  put  in  during  the  year  for  the  accommodation  of  shippers. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  Morehead  City  platform  in 
the  way  of  Creasoted  piling  &c,  (see  tabular  statement.) 

Morehead  City  warehouse  is  being  entirely  rebuilt,  the  framing  and 
foundation  is  nearly  completed  and  we  should  have  had  it  finished  by 
June  1st,  but  for  immediate  work  needed  necessarily  on  the  bridges 
we  were  obliged  to  use  our  force  where  most  needed. 

There  has  been  put  into  the  track  during  the  past  year  about  40.000 
Cross  Ties  all  that  could  be  bought;  we  still  have  contracts  out  and  will 
continue  to  put  them  in  as  fast  as  they  can  be  cut  and  put  upon  the  road. 

The  road  bed  we  consider  in  good  order,  and  in  submitting  to  you 
this  report  I  must  say  that  there  has  been  more  work  performed  and 
more  material  used  for  the  past  (12)  months  on  the  Atlantic  Road  than 
there  has  been  for  any  similar  time  during  my  connection  with  it. 

For  further  particulars  I  refer  you  to  the  statement  of  the  cost  of  the 
same.
